ERSISTENT assurances from Russian 
quarters that all is well in Port Arthur, 
and that the fortress is well provided 
with food, have a curious light thrown 


upon them by a letter which the Lohkalanzeiger 


publishes. ‘This letter is from an official who 
haslived for the past year in the fortress. His 
letter has evidently escaped the censor. It is 


dated April 15, and the writer says:

“ We have

with it. Last week my dog was devoured by 
soldiers. We look here on demolished houses, 
ships destroyed, and anxious faces. Don’t 
believe what the newspapers say about our 
condition; it is all lies. During the war you 
will receive no true intelligence ; perhaps not 
even later.’ 


Japanese Repulsed. 


Subjoined is the text of General Stoessel's 
dispatch to the Czar: I am happy to report 
that the troops repulsed all the Japanese 
attacks on July 26, 27, and 28, with enormous 
losses. ‘The enthusiasm of the garrison was 
extraordinary. The fleet assisted in the defence 
by bombarding the Japanese flank. Our losses 
during the three days were about 1500 men 
and forty oflicers killed and wounded.  Accord- 
ing to statements made by the Chinese nnd 
by prisoners, the Japanese lost as many as 
10,000 men. These losses were so great that 
the enemy did not have time to carry off their 
dead and wounded.

Mr. Chamberlain at Welbeck.—In furtherance 
of fiscal campaign, Mr. Chamberlain last week addressed 
n gathering of 12,000 people in the riding school at Welbeck 
Abbey, the seat of the Duke of Portland. In his speech 
Mr. Chamberlain sought to prove that by putting moderate 


import duties on the chief products of agriculture, in | 


addition to duties on imported manufactures, great benefits 
would accrue to the country. Those duties would, he believed, 
help to extend the system of small farms. He not only 
believed that employment would increase, but that the 
cost of food would be decreased owing to his proposal to 
remit part of the duties on tea, sugar, and tobacco. The 
watchword of bis new policy was: ‘ More profit for the 
farmer, more employment for the labourer, and cheaper 
food for his family.” 


The Reading Election.—The bye-election at Read- 
ing resuited in a victory for Mr. Rufus Isaacs, K.C., the 
Liberal candidate, by a majority of 230. The poll was a 
record one for the constituency, the figures being: Mr. 
Rufus Isaacs (Liberal), 4770; Mr. C. E. Keyser (Conserva- 
tive), 4540—a total of 9310 votes, as compared with 8945 
recorded in 1900. Mr. Rufus Isaacs was born in London 
forty-three years ago. He was educated at University 
College Scl and in Brussels, For several years he was 
on the Stock Exchange, but-quitted it in order to study for 
the Bar. He was a pupil of Mr. Lawson Walton, K.C., and 
was called at the Middle Temple in 1887, joining the 


five men, who, after journeying a few miles, donned black |

Their haul 
amounted to many hundreds of pounds’ worth of money 
and jewels. 


Two Clergymen Drowned.—Two sad drowning 
fatalities, of which clergymen were the victims, occurred 
last week. The Rev. Arthur Gladstone Henley, Vicar of 
St. Mark's, Mansfield, Notts, lost his life while bathing at 
Thurlestone. His brother was with bim at the time, and 
swam out to his assistance, but became so exhausted that he 
was forced toreturn. The second accident took place in the 
river Wye, near Ross, Herefordshire, when the Rev. H. 
St. Helier Evans, Rector of Brampton Abbotts, was seized 
with cramp and drowned in sight of his children.

Hens Losing. Feathers. 

Loss of feathers may be due to some parasitic. insect 
burrowing in the skin of the fowl, and rendering it 
unhealthy and unfit to support the natural growth of 
feather; or it may be due to feather eating. There are 
various forms of skin disease due to parasites, and they are 
best treated by giving the fowls cooling medicine and 
paying special attention to feeding. Care should be taken 
that the fowls’ haunts are kept clean; see that the ends of 
the roosts and any crevices in the house are saturated with 
paraffin oil to dislodge any insects that may be there. 
Road-sweepings are preferable to ashes for the dust bath. 
When fowis take to eating feathers, or plucking each other, 
it is a suresign that they are ina very pampered or diseased 
state. Improper food (that which is of too heating and 
stimulating a eharacter, such as a diet of oatmeal only, 
potatoes, rice, too much meat, Indian corn, or the absence 
of green food) has a lot to do withrit. And so has keeping 
the fowls too atrietly confined, for in such places they are 
generally tempted with all sorts of food, and consequently 
become pampered. The very first thing to consider 
when a remedy is being attempted is to allow the 
fowls free range, where they will have to forage for 
a portion of their food. Failing that put into their 
covered run, tø the depth of a foot, some stable refuse, 
chopped straw, chaff, or similar material; among this 
some oats should occasionally be mixed, and upon it 
| the birds’ daily supply of corn should be scattered. Then, 
with the altered accommodation, commence to doctor the 
birds. Give them something to cool their blood; to a 
certain extent change of diet wili accomplish this end. As 
soft food let them have well-prepared biscuit-meal, scalded 
with the liquor from boiled bones or meat scraps, and 
mixed with cooked vegetables and fine sharps, and give 
this to them sparingly and in a cold state; for grain use a 
mixture of small wheat and good oats. Abundance of 
succulent food, such a#sods ot grass with plenty of mould, 
weeds from the garden, and, in fact, any green stuff pulled 
from the earth and given fresh, will be found extremely 
benéficinl; as will also allowing the birds to drink "nettle 
tea,’’ or using the liquid to prepare the soft food.
